It 
is recalled that the German attack 
on Chateau Thierry little more than 
a week ago Was accompanied by the 
fire of big naval guns, shells from 
which fell ten and fifteen miles be- 
hind the lines. 

The bitterness of the battle around 
Chateau Thierry and along that por- 
tion of the north bank of the Marne 
where the enemy still retains a 
footing probably ig largely due to 
his: determination to stave off Fran- 
co-American attacks from the south 
at least unti! the big weapons have 
been dragged back to safety.

GERMANS’ PERIL INCREASES.

JULY TO SMASH RECORDS 


IN AMERICANS TO FRONT,

OMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, 
S July 23.—A few days-ago the 
American naval authorities re- 
ceived a pleasant tribute from the 
local authorities of a small city lo- 
cated near the battleship base. 

“You may be interested,” says the 
letter, “to know how much we think 
of your men. They are fine, gentle- 
manly fellows, and always welcome 
here. On the Fourth of July Amer- 
ican Sailors had shore leave to visit 
this city, which has only 4000 in- 
habitants. It might perhaps have 
been anticipated that the visit of 
such a great number of heliday- 
making sailors in such a small town 
would have resulted in considerable 
trouble to the local authorities, but 
there was not a_ single complaint 
from any quarter, and every cit!- 
zen of our town was gilad_ they 
came.” 

On the business side of the naval 
operations it may be said that the 
month of July will show ah records 
broken in the number of American 
soldiers escorted to Europe, and the 
arrivals have done well, despite the 
efforts of the submarines in many 
European waters, In a single day 


recently there were more than 100,- 
000 American soldiers on the sea 
at one time, all of whom arrived 
safely. 

On a recent occasion ships carry- 
ing more than 33,000 Americans 
were escorted at one time through 
a narrow passage where U-boats 
were icnown to be operating, but the 
destroyers and chasers were ac- 
tive that not a single attack oc- 
curred nor was an attack even at- 
tem pted. 

The new American submarine 
chasers, which for a lorg time were 
regarded by experts on this side as 
more or less of an experiment, 
have won many laurels recently, and 
have proved themselves an ‘excel- 
lent type of craft for convoy and 
patrol work.

German shells are bursting with, 
equal fury upon the hill crest ahead. 
The slopes above Sant Agnan were 
littered with abandoned German 
equipment and in the shallow pits 
of the firing line Boche corpses 
sprawled in the hideous blackness 
of putrefaction. 


AIRMEN HARRY HUN. 
While our infantry and gunners 


have been pressing the enemy on 
three sides, the airmen harried his 
retreat and lines of communication 
crowded with transport and retiring 
troops on the country roads offer 
ready targets for Allied bombing ma- 
chines and aerial machine gunners. 
Great fires at Fore and Fismes 
show how their central arteries of 
traffic must be tormented. As yet 
only small detachments 
north of the Marne to the east of 
Jaulgonne and their increase meets 
with flerce resistance, but the pres- 
sure continues all along the line, 
hindered somewhat this morning by 
a curtain of rain that makes ob- 
servation difficult. The western at- 
tack progresses slowly but steadily. 
On the north we have taken Buz- 
ancy and are on. the west edge of 
Hartennes to the east of Rozoy and 
close to Oulchy le Chateau. Gen. De 
Goutte’s forces have passed the high 
road and railway in the Oured Val- 
ley at Brency and are fighting in 
Catelet Wood. 

Thence the line runs in front of 
Epieds to the north of Jaulgonne 
and touches the wooded promontory 
of Riz. 

RETREAT ACCENTUATED. 
‘The German retreat from the 
Marne as we know from the aviation 
reports was accentuated yesterday. 
The rear guards strong enough to 
check the pursuit of our Allies we-e 
left on the hills of the north bank 
east of Mont St. Nere. Notwith- 
standing the German gunfire bodies 
of troops succeeded in crossing and 
the villages were soon occupted. In 
the afternoon small cavalry patrols 
and air scouts were sent off to the 
north and east, and they reported 
that King Wood and Baslieux were 
held by small enemy rear guards. 
The whole river valley in fact has 
been abandoned, save by some flying 
columns strongly supplied with ma- 
chine guns and light »batteries 
charged from the heights to harass 
Gen. De Mitry’s army wherever it 
sought to make the passage. 

As the French and American 
forces of Gen. De Goutte’s army 
reached the Sotssons-Chateau Thier- 
ry road during the day on both sides 
of Rocourt St. Martin and captured 
the village of Epleds, while other 
detachments pushed north of Mont 
St. Pere, this resistance further east 
could be only a delaying measure 
to enable Von Boehm to carry o 
some of his heavy material. 

The retreat will now pass over 
more level and open country, which 
I described yesterday and pressed at 
once on the west and south it !s dif- 
ficult to see how it can be arrested 
short of the line of the Vesle. This 
development adds to the interest of 
the great fight the British divisions 
have been putting up at the head of 
the Andre Valley on the east flank 
of Von Boehm’s army, the battle of 
Marfaux as it may perhaps be called. 
I visited this sector yesterday after- 
noon and found Highlanders and 
regiments from several . English 
counties with some Anzacs tired and 
grimy, but full of cheerful cont- 
fidence and carrying on with more 
success than when I reported yes- 
terday. It was, however, a mistake 
to say that Chaumuzy, a mile north- 
west of Marfaux had been taken.

‘WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ 
HEADQUARTERS, July 23.—Heavy 
rain fell today in north of France 
and each drop of it will alter a 
little perhaps the history of this 
war. That seems a fantastic thing 
to say, yet we here who know 
the effect of the weather on the 
chances of victory—we learned the 


lesson horribly last year—know how 
these recent storms will add very 
much to the discomfort of the ene- 
my at a time when all his plans 
have gone astray. 

While the Allied army is fight- 
ing victoriously between the Aisne 
and the Marne so that the main- 
spring of the German campaign on 
the western front has already been 
smashed, Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia must be hoping in spite of the 
disaster to the Crown Prince that 
he may be left with his reserves to 
strike us in a vital part. His anxiety 
must grow apace for the armies of 
the Crown Prince are becoming ex- 
hausted by great loss so that he may 
send at any moment urgent demands 
for Rupprecht’s men. 

Even if that cry for help does not 
come the Bavarian Prince and his 
groups of armies are now isolated 
from the general scheme of things 
and cannot rely for some time upon 
the co-operation of the general 
headquarters staff which is other- 
wise engaged by the menace of 
Foch’s attacks. 


MUST ACT ALONE. 


If he launched a big offensive 
against us now it would be divorced 
from the main part of the German 
programme of this year which was 
to an advance on [Paris at the same 
time as the drive to the channel 
ports keeping both the French and 
British armies engaged. Rup- 
precht’s part of the programme will 
be hindered by rainstorms for he 
holds ground which is quickly spoiled 
by bad weather. Our old battle- 
fields in Flanders, which are now the 
German lines of communication, must 
be in all their old filth today with 
water-logged shell holes merging 
into evil-smelling lakes where cor- 
ruption fiows. 

Further south the narrow canals 
cutting up ground in the flat coun- 
try around Merville and Estaires 
have stopped over into the broad 
marshes where the heavy guns are 
hard to move. Further sou still 
the valley of the Ancre and the 
Somme and all that waste of ground 
away to Bapaume will not make 
pleasant tracks for the German 
transport. So let it rain. 

Between the Marne and the Aisne 
the enemy is fighting desperately 
and the French and American troops 
are forcing in the sides of the 
salient and crushing him into a 
narrowing space. 


BRITISH AID FOCH. 


Our British troops slipped quilet- 
ly away from our own front just be- 
fore Foch was ready to deliver his 
counter blow. They are men who 
fought in many of our great bat- 
tles and won the highest honor of 
war. It is too soon yet td name 
them, for the enemy desires to know 
whom he has against him, but 
these English and Scottish battalions 
have already shattered some of 
his best divisions and made many 
prisoners. I saw some of them just 
before they left our front. I saw 
them marching and maneuvering 
like fine and gallant men. I saw 
the Scottish boys in thelr camps 
and billets and tramping down the 
lone roads between the  bronzing 
wheat fields with the pipers leading 
them as I passed their brothers, and 
the other day, near Meteren, their 
officers tol4 me these lads would 
make good soldiers in attack. There 
was no need to be told this because 
they had the look of it, 

Three days ago they went Into the 
battle on ground unknown to them 
in that rugged country below 
Rheims, and these boys have beat- 
en back the strongest German troops. 
They were set at hard tasks. The 
English and Scottish battalions were 
ordered to attack on the eastern 
side of the salient below Rheims 
where the enemy had massed a 
strong concentration of men and 
guns for the break through to 
Epernay and where at the time he 
Was expecting French counter-at. 
tacks. 

The Germans there were on hizh 
around on each side of the vailey 
of the Andre, very rugged and wild, 
so that they were in strong defen- 
sive positions. Dense woods tn full 
foliage, the Rheims woods north of 
the river and the Coulton woods and 
Kings woods south of the _ river 
screened their movements and their 
guns. To.the southwest of Rheims 
they had strong garrisons well for- 
ward in the towns of - Marfaux, 
Bowelly, St. Euphrasie, and other 
villages behind. 

After several hours’ bombardment 
of the German positions our bat- 
talions advanced upon the enemy. 
They were handicapped by lack of 
complete Intelligence of the ground 
except by a hurried study of the 
maps, but the officers led them to- 
wards the objectives and they went 
forward with short sharp rushes 
with good discipline and high cour- 
age. 
THE ENGLISH PART. 

The English battalions advanced 
along the ims woods to the small 
town of Marfaux where they found 
themselves faced by heavy forces of 
Germans. They stormed the place 
with repeated efforts to capture it 
in spite of very murderous gunfire 
which was flung over by the German 
batteries of field guns and heavies. 
They were unable to take the town 
that day, the 20th, though they in- 
fliicted an immense number 
casualties upon the defending troops 
and took prisoners from three Ger- 
man divisions. 

The German staff brought up re- 
serves with orders to hold Marfaux 
at all costs and one division was 
from a fresh reserve of the Crown 
Prince. Nevertheless on the follow- 
ing day the British troops made a 
good deal of progress, gradually 
breaking the resistance of the ene- 
my and taking the villages of La 
Nappe and Bouillly with considerable

N THE FRENCH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, July 24.—The fight-

Around about Armentieres§ the 
Germans had massed hundreds of 
machine guns, which caused some 
trouble, could not stay the ad- 
vance of Allied troops. The 
Tournelles Wood was reached, Briey 
fell and the Franco-Americans ob- 
tained a footing in the Le Fere 
Wood. 
Southwest of Rheims the British 
and French have been fighting the 
Germans incessantly five days. The 
Germans are trying to protect the 
pivot on which their armies are re- 
treating northward. But they have 
not stopped the Allies. In the last 
two days hundreds of prisoners from 
enemy shock divisions have been ta- 
ken, while several German strong 
points established in the small woods 
have succumbed to Allied attacks. 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, July 24.—Both sides of 
the pocket in the German line have 
been scenes of the most violent at- 
tacks. and counter-attacks through- 
out the past night and morning. 
Few fluctuations of the line have oc- 
curred, but in all these they have 
favored the Allies, who keep up an 
incessant pressure on the retiring 
Germans. The enemy is endeavoring 
to cover the withdrawal of the bulk 
of his troops from imminent danger. 

Southwest of Rheims the Ger- 
mans have shown their disappoint- 
ment over their inability to hold 
with their crack divisions their po- 
sitions around Vrigny and- have 
turned all their aviliable artillery 
on to the British and French, who 
drove them out, but the enemy 
could not prevent a still further ad- 
vance today. 

CAPTURE 1500 PRISONERS. 

{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

WITH- THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Tuesday, July 23.—Tues- 
day was another successful day for 
the Allies along the entire active 
battle front.” 

The bag of prisoners captured by 
the French northwest of Montdidier 
numbered more than 1500. The 
victory was gained with very slight 
losses. 

On the northern side of the 
Marne American and French 
troops met several strong German 
attacks to which they responded 
with vigorous counter-attacks, as a 
result of which the Allied line was 
again advanced. The Americans 
made their gains in heavy fighting 
near Barbillon Wood. On the éast- 
ern side of the salient the French 
and British advanced an average of 
one kilometer. The British in- 
creased the number of prisoners 
taken in three days to 1100 by cap- 
turing 300. 

Approximately 180,000 dead, 
wounded and prisoners have been 
lost by the Germans since July 15. 
The enemy continues to burn stores 
and munitions within the salient, 
evidently being fearful that the 
future will see him driven back 
much farther. 

FIERCE FIGHT RAGES. 
{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

FRENCH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Tuesday, July 23 (Night. 
via Ottawa.)—Some of the hardest 
fighting on the whole battle front 
now is raging on the new British 
sector astride the Ardre_ in 
Montagne de Rheims. The British 
attacked on the morning of the 20th 
on a five-mile front between the 
southern edge of Courton Wood 
and the village of St. Euphrase. 

They were opposed by four Ger- 
man divisions which have been en- 
gaged since the 15th and have suf- 
fered heavily. 

The Highlanders attacked south 
of the Ardre against Courton Wood, 
fought their way two miles across 
the wood and established them- 
selves on the western border. They 
took St. Euphrase and Bouillly on 
Monday, and then attacked again 
south of the Ardre. 

The line tonight runs roughly 
along the railway from Nanteuil to 
Chateau Thierry. The Germans 
are using artillery on both sides of 
the Ourcg and their front is stuffed 
with machine-gun nests. 

There was fierce fichting between 
the Americans and the Germans on 
the crests north of the Marne. 

Generally speaking, the Franco- 
American bridgeheads north of the 
river are being steadily enlarged. 
During the day we advanced two 
miles in the region of Charteres 
and Mont St. Pere, 
number of fortified farms. Fires 
were visible during the night at sev- 
eral points behind the enemy’s 
front. The German stores or de- 
—_ fired by our guns were burn- 
ng.

The process, if suc- 
eessful, will enable the housewife to 
have a supply of halibut, sole, sand- 
dabs and other flat fish available at 
all times. 

The placing of the surplus catch 
on the market at an exceedingly low 
price recently failed to attract pur- 
chasers, the Food Administration an- 
nounced, and the fishermen have had 
to send to fertilizer works approx!- 
mately 200 tons of fresh fish each 
month.

AID US—MOORE. 


Defense Counsel Head Wants 
Helpful Criticism. 


Tells Women's Committee of 
Need of Organization. _ 


Support Pledged at Luncheon 
at the Alexandria. 


P of strong support from 
all sections of women’s activities in 
war work were given to C. C. Moore, 
the new vice-chairman of the Cali- 
fornia State Council of Defense, at 
a noon luncheon yesterday at the 
Alexandria. The luncheon was ten- 
dered by the Woman's Committee of 
the County Council of Defense, and 
delegates from local counclis were 
present from many parts of Los An- 
geles county. About 200 persons 
participated and the spirit of pa- 
trictism and unity permeated the 
entire programme. — 

Mre. Herbert A. Cable presided. 
Former Senator Frank P. Fiint 
spoke of the work of the State Coun- 
cil, telling of the reasons for its be- 
ing called into existence and of the 
great scope of its labors. Referring 
to the response from every portion 
of the United States to the call for 
co-operation with the councils of de- 
fense, Senator Filnt said: 

“The nation has rallied to the 
defense, but this is no longer a na- 
tion of defense—it is a nation of ad- 
vance. It must press forward; it 
must keep on advancing until our 
men come home as victors.” 

TELL OF WORK DONE. 


Mrs. Josiah Evans Cowles, one of 
the ten women of the United States 
called to Washington to make plans 
for the organization of women in 
‘war work, spoke briefly of what has 
been accomplished on this line and 
of the necessity of a flexible organ- 
ization that can adapt itself to cir- 
cumstances. 

Mrs. Mary A. Gibson told of the 
eagerness of the women to help in 
war work and declared that “when 
the Kaiser relegated women to the 
three K’s—kooking, kirche and kin- 
ter—we little thought it_ would be 
the Kaiser who would arouse the 
women of America to war work.” 
“The clock cannot be turned 
back,” said Mrs. Gibson. “We are 
in a new era and women must take 
their parts. We may tremble and 
we may falter for lack of knowl- 
edge, but we must and we will go 


out of the war shall not be a man’s 
world, nor a woman's world, but a 
human world, to which we must all 
contribute.” 
Frank B. Lyman spoke for the 
Red Cross, urging the closest co- 
operation between the two bodies 
and telling of the new work tunder- 
taken through ite bureau of civilian 
relief, for which an appropriation 
of $15,000 has just been made for 
ald of needy families or dependents 
of soldiers and sallors. 
Mrs. Willoughby Rodman paid 
glowing tribute to the Allies and 
their work, and Mre. Cable reviewed 
the work of the women in Loe An- 
“ county and in the State. Mra. 
. T. Anderson told of the war work 
accomplished through the City 
Councli of Defense and of its con- 
sistent support of the war pro- 
gramme. arshal Stimson spoke for 
the four-minute men, telling of their 
fourteen thelr 1046 
speakers, their 4387 meetings and 
the messages they have delivered to 
2,817,595 persons. 

THE “POWER ROOM.” 


Mrs. Robert J. Burdette declared 
that Mr. Moore had come to the 
“power room” of the civilian army 
of Southern California, and told of 
the patriotic propaganda that has 
been carried by the women into the 
more than 800,000 households of the 
State. She called attention to the 
fact that there are now registered 
20,000 more women than men in 
California, as an indication of the 
women’s alertness in the present- 
day affairs. 
Mr. Moore briefly reviewed the 
general work of the State body and 
plans for strengthening its organiza- 
tion. He told of the institution of 
the ad war cabinet of the 
State Council of Defense and of the 
purpose to create similar bodies for 
the county and city councils. 
“Any failure of our war work in 
any county,” said Mr. Moore, “will 
be an indication of elther wrong 
persons in charge or lack of proper 
spirit and understanding, and in such 
cases these conditions must be 
promptly remedied.” | 

He made a strong plea for con- 
structive criticism. at us, 
if you must,” sald Mr. Moore, “but 
try to help. Do your level best as 
patriotic citizens and the result is 
bound to be right.” 
At the conference with the Wom- 
en's Committee, which followed the 
luncheon programme, Mr. Moore 
again addressed ite members, stat- 
ing that it is his purpose to have a 
woman member on the Executive 
Committee of the State Council of 
Defense and one on the State War 
Cabinet, and that he wants three 
women on each county council. 
Mr. Moore stated that the chair- 
Tman of the Los Angeles County 
Council of: Defense will be named 
by the State council, and that all 
units in each county will be sub- 
servient to the county council, aa- 
thority for war work being central- 
ised in each county council, so that 
there may be no duplication of ef- 
forts or unnecessary friction.

ERMANY’S PEACE CHATTER. 

“When the devil was sick” he stopped 
the mouthings of his puppet chancellors 
and ministers in the Reichstag and sent a 
note to the cousin of his Hapsburg ally on 
the throne of Spain begging him to “take 
‘em off.” Germany’s peace proposals are 
plainly turning from jest to earnest; the 
menace of American intervention has be- 
come a deadly peril; Austria is staggering; 
and the Turks have “folded their tents like 
the Arabs and quietly stolen away.” The 
million men which Germany was able to 
withdraw from the eastern front have been 
frittered away in fruitless offensives in the 
west, where Ludendorff has won battles, 
but lost campaigns. The Allied line is 
stronger and the Allied morale is higher 
than at any other time since the opening 
of the war, while the first German army, 
equipped with all the machinery and de- 
vices of modern warfare and trained to the 
minute, that overran Belgium and staggered 
France in 1914, is now only an army of 
Phantoms and cripples. The new levies 
that have filled the decimated ranks possess 
neither the stamina, the discipline nor the 
morale of the hordes that fought at Char- 
leroil, at Verdun and before Ypres. The 
trained German strategists are at the end 
of their resources. They have reported to 
the Kaiser and his government that victory 
is no longer possible and that the time is 
rapidly approaching when humiliating de- 
feat cannot be evaded. 

When Von Kuehlmann, German Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, asserted on the floor of 
the Reichstag on June 24 that a peace of 
victory for Germany could no longer be 
considered possible he was howled down 
by the Junkers and forced to surrender his 
portfolio. Since then the second battle of 
the Marne has been fought. Now the same 
forces that hounded Von Kuehlmann from 
the ministry are appealing to the Spanish 
government to act as Mediator between Ger 
many and her enemies. The German strat- 
egists are fully aware that Germany is 
Placed at a serious disadvantage in nego- 
tiating for peace right on the heels of a 
disaster to the Austrian arms in Italy and 
to German arms in Europe. At a peace 
conference held under such conditions Ser-— 
bia and Belgium would appear as the prose- 
cuting witnesses, Germany as the culprit 
and the other Allied nations as the supreme 
court of the world, from whose judgment 
there is no appeal. The Junkers are re- 
peating to each other the words of Patrick 
Henry, which apply to peace as well as to 
war, “Men say that we are weak, but when 
shall we be stronger?” However onerous 
the terms that the Allies would be willing 
to grant now, they would be still More se- 
vere if the peace conference should meet 
with Essen wrecked and Berlin and Pots- 
dam occupied by Allied troops. 

II. 


EVERTHELESS the heads of the Allied 

nations -have joined in the assurance | 

that “if any representative of any bellizer- 
ent country desires seriously to lay before 
Us any proposals we are ready to listen to 
them;” and they will give due consideration 
to afy peace proposals made formally by 
the German government through official 
channels. But the terms on which they will 
conclude a final peace were concretely stat- 
ed by President Wilson at Mount Vernon in 
the following words: 

What we seek f@ the reign of law, 
based on the consent of the governed 
and sustained by the organized opinion 
of mankind. | 
But the President hastened to add, “These 

great ends cannot be achieved by debat- 
ing.” The one way by which a lasting 
peace can be sectired was expressed by the 
President at Baltimore in the following 
words: 

Force, force to the utmost, force with- 
out stint or limit, the righteous and 
triumphant force which shall make 
right the law of the world and cast 
every selfish dominion down in the 
dust. 

It is well to keep these conditions in 
mind while .considering the suggestions 
made by the German government for a ne- 
gotiated peace. The first suggestion would 
doubtless be conceded by the Allies without 
argument. It is as follows: “Germany does 
not want annexations or indemnities in 
the west.” She might well have added, 
“The grapes are sour.” When it comes to 
annexations and indemnities in the west 
Germany will find herself a heavy debtor, 
not a creditor. 

But the second suggestion is impossible 
to grant. Germany demands that “the 
peace treaties effected between the Cen- 
tral Powers and Russia and Rumania shall 
not be questioned.” If every other term 
were acceptable, the Allied powers would 
continue to fight until Russian and Ruma- 
nian territory are freed from German oc- 
cupation or domination. The leaders of the 
Allied countries so declared when the Ger- 
man star was in the ascendant; they will 
not retire from that position when the ar- 
mies of the Central Powers are in full re- 
treat. 


Germany's suggestion that “the principle | 


of self-determination shall be settled at the 
round table” may be tentatively accepted. 
But it will be settled in the interests of: the 
little peoples, by the free consent of the 
governed, by destroying or rendering im- 
potent any autocratic power that threatens 
the peace or integrity of little nations. If 
it cannot be so settled at the council table 
it will be on the battlefield. 

“Belgium's future and the Balkan ques- 
tions shall) be settled in the peace confer- 
ence,” says the German peace manifesto. 
There is no objection to settling those 
questions in such a conference, provided 
they are settled in accordance with the de 
mands of the free peoples of the earth. The 
settlement must carry the signature, not of 
a Hohenzollern and a Hapsburg, but of re- 
sponsible bodies representing the German 
and Austrian people. The settlement must 
take place elsewhere than on paper. The 
security must be the dismantling of the 
German ammunition works, a repeal of the 
German compulsory conscription laws and 
a limiting of German armament to the point 
that there shall no longer be armies of 
trained Huns east of the Rhine threatening 
not alone the peace of their immediate 
neighbors, but that of Europe and the world. 
If such conditions can be enforced by a 
peace conference, well and good; otherwise 
the®application of “force without stint or 
limit” must continue: 

Finally comes the suggestion from Ger- 
many that the freedom of the seas must be 


guaranteed by dismantling Gibraltar and 
the Suez Canal. The answer of the Allies 
to this proposal will very likely be that if 
Germany wants to dismantle Gibraltar and 
the Suez Canal it is for her to go on and 
dismantle them. Britain’s allies are not 
likely to do for Germany what Germany 
is unable to do for herself. 


Germany's peace proposals are to the 
effect that she is willing to quit, provided 
she be permitted to retain her loot in the 
east and the Allies trade back Germany's 


Serbia. Such a treaty would be a scrap of 
paper, indeed. If any Allied government 
should prove so craven or so base as to sug- 
gest concluding a treaty on such terms its 


dead heroes would come out of their graves 
in France and Belgium and from the depths 
of the sea to fight with them. ; 
German bluster is to be expected, how- 
ever, in proposing peace terms. The im- 
portant point is that the German govern- 
ment has finally appealed to a neutral coun- 
try to approach the Allies with a proposal 
for peace. Germary knows full well the 
terms on which the Allies will conclude 
‘peace. The price is the total annihilation 
of Germany’s_ military machine. She must 
plead guilty as charged before the supreme 
court of the Allied nations and pay the pen- 
alty of her crimes. It. is just possible that 
the Junkers, who are cowards at heart, 
have read the handwriting on the wall and 
are ready to yield now, lest a worse fate 
befal] them. Germany may have been hard- 
er hit on the home front by her recent dis- 
asters in the field that the Allied peoples 
know. Viewed in any light, a suggestion of 
an armistice, coming from Germany when 
her armies are in full retreat, is a confes- 
sion of defeat. 


THINNING VEIL, 

Sir George Adam Smith tn one of his 
addresses on the religious aspects of the 
war stated that one notable result is “the 
thinning of the veil between the living and 
the dead,” caused by the uncounted number 
of deaths. 

During the past four years the thought 
of death, not as something far away in a 
hazy feature, but as present and actual, has 
been constant in millions of minds. Scarcely 
a family of English or French blood, in- 
|. deed, of European birth, has not dreaded 
it, faced it, passed through it, perhaps 
many times. The young men of almost 
every country in Europe, and now of our 
own nation as well, have been called upon 
to go into battle and offer their bodies and 
their lives; they have seen death, and are’ 
now seeing it, on every side, in every form, 
multiplied almost beyond belief. 

It is the universal] testimony of those who 
have returned from the field of action that 
the soldiers move forward into action and 
“go west,” in the current phrase of Tommy, 
bravely, even cheerfully, and almost al- 
ways with the assurance that death is not 
the end of all things. These boys instinc- 
tively believe that their lives, scarcely be- 
gun, so full of vigor and promise for them- 
selves, so pregnant with possibilities for 
the world, cannot be cut off short—that 
they must go on expressing themselves, 
developing, ripening, tn some other form 
of existence. 

This is not a religious belief; it is not

nomenon. The human mind refuses to be- 
lieve that vigorous young life, offered as 
a sacrifice, can be blotted out and its tale 
ended by death. 


And millions of grieving hearts of wives 
and sweethearts, of fathers and mothers, 
of sons and daughters, are also comforted 
by this strong, sure confidence; they know 
that their loved ones live again. While 
that impenetrable veil, which absolutely 
shuts the living from the dead, still falls 
unbroken; while no mortal eye may have 
seen or ear heard what lies beyond, still 
the volume of human thought, the hungry 
searching of uncounted human hearts, is 
tearing at its darkness, fs plercing its folds. 
They who are left behind not only feel 
that their dead live; but that they are 
near—that they are knowing and watch- 
ing what goes on here. 


This feeling is quite apart from the 
Statements of students who proclaim that 
they have established scientific evidence of 
a life after death; or from the testimonies 
concerning communications with the “other 
side” which are made public. However 
important such data may be, they have had 
no widespread influence upon general 
thought. 

Man has always faced the inevitable end. 
Death has always awaited every heart and 
been always present about us; yet its mys- 
tery has remained. Men have put it out 
of mind and lived as if all time were theirs 
here on this earth. To the young, it has 
been something far off; to the old, life has 
become a habit and death an evil) to be for- 
gotten. But today death has become an un- 
escapable. reality, near, and not to be put 
out of the mind. The old, who are looking 
on, and the young, who are going out to 
meet it, are thinking about death as it 
was never thought of before. The soldiers 
of this war have not the reckless indiffer- 
ence to death that marks barbarism; they 
are not actuated by the inspiration of su- 
perstition, the fatalism of the east or the 
blind faith of ignorance. They are doing 
their duty as men and as soldiers, but at 
the same time they are questioning, think- 


what they themselves feel and know. 

And the same thing is true of the world 
at large. Religion brings its comforts to 
many sore hearts; but it is not the religious 
teaching of the churches alone which Is 
upholding the men and women or today 
under the unspeakable sorrows thrust upon 
them. It is something larger, more unl- 
versal, Innate—it is the response of the 
soul to the crisis of existence. It is the 
quickening of the spiritual sense under the 
mighty forces set in action by struggle to 
the death between the dead past and the 
living present—between the defunct “divine 
order of kings” and the living “divine order 
of the people.” 

The stress of these appalling times and - 
the tremendous realizations now coming 
home to humanity are undoubtedly lessen- 
ing the dread of déath as an individual ex- 
perience and making the separation of the 
quick and the dead less complete, less hope- 
less. When the war is ended; when its ex- 
periences are summed up; when its results 
begin to be estimable, we may at last find 
tangible and indisputable proof of what, 
through simple faith, has always been the 
greatest spiritual factor in life—the belief 
that death is but the turning of a leaf be- 
tween pages finished and the next chapter—

CONGRESS AS A WHEAT PIT. 

Whether in the Senate, which 
wrote $2.50 as the price of wheat 
into the Agricultural Appropriation 
Bill, or in the House, which finally 
prévailed in making the figure $2.40 
a bushel, the action of Congress in 
the matter is a plece of demagogy 
unaffected by any touch of sentiment 
for the equality of all industrial 
classes under the law, 

That either of these prices bore 
the slightest relation to market con- 
ditions is disproved by the fact that 
they differ by 10 cents between 
themselves, and that the lowest is 
20 cents above the present govern- 
ment guaranteed price which has 
stimulated the largest planting to 
wheat the country has ever known 
and now promising to be followed by 
next to the largest crop ever har- 
vested. It was a purely arbitrary 
performance, owing whatever direc- 
tion it had not to the costs of wheat- 
producing but to the supposed costs 
of gaining the farmer vote for the 
sitting Congress members in next 
fall’s elections at the expense of all 
the rest of the people. 

This is nothing more than the con- 
version of the chambers of Con- 
gress into a wheat pit where prices 
are determined as between members 
and sellers by political rather than 
by economic conditions, And if with 
wheat, why not with corn and cop- 
per and other commodities? Then 
it would be but fair to admit sellers 
to an equal share of the floor space, 
and there should follow the riacing 
of blackboards on which would be 
recorded bid and asking and sales 
prices, whose changes from day to 
day would be attended by successive 
enactments of Congress embodying 
them into law.—[{New York World.

SAN DIEGO (Cal.) July 24.— 
Mayor James Rolph, Jr., of San 
Francisco, candidate for the Repub- 
lican and Democratic nominations 
for Governor, gave out his campaign 
platform in an address here this 
evening. He said he sought both 
nominations “because this is no time 
for partisan politics.” Mayor Rolph 
laid emphasis on the necessity of 


preparing for “the new world to 
come after the war” and declared 
that the first concern of all citizens 
after winning the war must be to 
provide for the dependents of those 
sent to the front. He also said: 

“If elected Governor, I shal] pre- 
serve and carry forward all the great 
humanitarian, constructive, progres- 
sive work of Gov. Hiram W. John- 
son's administration. It was Hiram 
W. Johnson's courage vision 
that brought about the new order 
of things in California. 

“In my admiration for the accom- 
Plishments of Gov. Johnson's ad- 
ministration, I include especially the 
work of those great boards and com- 
missions, such as the Railroad Com- 
mission, the Industrial Accident 
Commission, the State Board of Con- 
trol and the Corporation Commis- 
sion, whose jurisdiction, whose ‘nde- 
pendence and whose character :nust 
be protectéd against open or covert 
attack. The men and women whv 
stood so loyally by Hiram W. John- 
son need have no fear in leaving his 
work to my care.”

FRANK D. OWE 
IS SUMMONED. 


Police 


Fints. | 


Commissioner Called 
by Death. 


Was One of City’s Pioneers. in 
Drug Business. 


Noted as Able Executive and 
for High Ideals. 


Frank D. Owen, for five years 
Police Commissioner of Los Angeles, 
died yesterday at his residence, No. 
1655 Rockwood street, after an ill- 
ness extending over many weeks. 

Nearly two months ago he suffered 
a severe attack of stomach and kid- 
ney trouble. After a period of re- 
cuperation he regained his health 
to such an extent that he was able 


to leave the” house, but while tak- 
ing a walk ‘about ten days ago he 
suffered a sudden relapse, and from 
@hat time until the end came his 
condition was regarded as hopeless, 
although several physiciahs were fre- 
quently ig consultation at his bed- 
side. 

Mr. Owen was ‘born in San Fran- 
cisco sixty-four years ago, but he 
was regarded as one of the pioneer 
druggists of Southern California, 
having come to this State in 1880. 
He was employed as manager of 
drug stores in San Francisco and 
Oakland until 1884, when he came 
to Los Angeles. 

Until 1888 he was head clerk in 
the Heinzeman drug store, then lo- 
cated across the street, east from 
the present location of the postof- 
fice. He assembled capital and or- 
ganized a drug company of his own, 
the store being located at Temple 
and Belmont streets. 

In 1891 a State examination for 
all pharmacists was held, and Mr. 
Owen passed it with the highest 
mark of any @ruggist in California, 

He conducted his pharmacy in that 
location until 1901, when he merged 
his business with that of the Sun 
Drug Company and became its sec- 
retary here. In the same year Gov. 
Gage appointed him on the State 
Roard of Pharmacists. During the 
next few vears he managed store 
No. 2, between Third and Fourth 
streets. on Broadway, and then man- 
aged store No, 1 at, Second and 
Broadway until 1911. He then sold 
his interest in the drug business and 
took charge of the insurance de- 
partment of the O. E. Farish Com- 
pany. 

In the !nsurance business he en- 
joyed as full a measure of prosperity, 
as that which crowned his efforts 
as a pharmacist. After a while he 
went into Insurance by himself. In 
recent vears he had been associated 
with Philip Mesny in an insurance 
office. : 

Five years ago this month Mr. 
Owen was appointed Police Commis- 
sioner of Los Angeles by Mayor 
Rose. He filled that responsible po- 
sition so successfully that he was 
continued in office through the Se- 
bastian administration and was in 
turn appointed by Mayor Woodman. 
The position is a nonsalaried one, 
but Mr. Owen held it under three 
different Mayors and discharged his 
manifold duties in a manner that 
endeared him to all those who came 
in contact with him officially. 

Personally he was a man of high 
ideals, and his associates say that 
he only remained fn the office of 
Police Commissioner these last few 
years for the sake of better politics. 
He was never regarded as a politi- 
cian, but rather as an able executive 
and a successful business man. He 
is reputed to have accumulated a 
comfortable quantity of this world’s 
goods during his career in business 
here. 

Mr. Owen belonged to Southern 
California Lodge, F. and A. M.; the 
Los Angeles Com- 
mandery, and Elks’ Lodge No. 99.
